The  effect  of  his  complete  disregard  for 
his  own  safety  rallied  the  entire  company,  who.  inspired 
bv  the  example  of  his  magnificent  leadership,  courage 
and  coolness,  quickly  controlled  the  fire  which  had 
broken  out  in  the  position  and  evacuated  the  wounded. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  wounded  owe  their  lives 
to  his  gallant  action.  The  casualties  received  from  the 
mortaring  were  six  killed  and  seven  wounded  .

The  coin  illustrated  on  the  front  cover  this  month  is  a  gold  stater  of  Lysimachus  of  Thrace. 
(Listed  as  no.  A201 ). 

Lysimachus  (ca.  255-281  B.C.)  was  a  citizen  of  Pella  and  became  a  Macedonian  general 
having  distinguished  himself  during  Alexander  the  Great's  Persian  and  Indian  campaigns. 

Following  Alexander's  death  he  was  appointed  to  govern  Thrace  and  after  founding 
Lysimachia  (his  capital  city  where  many  of  his  coins  were  struck)  he  proclaimed  himself  king. 
After  a  battle  in  which  he  defeated  Antigonos  the  One-Eyed  at  Ipsos,  he  gradually  built  a 
great  empire  covering  much  of  the  Black  Sea  and  Asia  Minor. 

At  the  age  of  eighty  he  was  attacked  and  eventually  defeated  by  Seleukos  of  Syria  (who 
w  as  only  two  years  his  junior)  and  he  died  fighting  at  Korupedion  in  281  B.C. 

Though  his  empire  vanished,  his  coins  remain,  and  the  magnificent  portrait  on  this  coin 
displays  the  first  stages  of  Hellenistic  royal  portraiture  showing  Alexander  as  a  god  (the  ram's 
horns  of  Zeus  Ammon  proclaiming  his  divine  nature)  and  is  of  particularly  splendid  style. 


rwo  CORK  COMMEMORATIVE  MEDALLIONS 

ARTHUR  E.  J.  WENT 


In  the  Ihtli  and  earl\  2()th  century  souvenir  medallions  were  frequently  used  to  com 
memorate  a  w  ide  range  of  events  and  personalities.  Some  of  these  were  issued  hv  firms  to 
present  to  their  customers.  Unfortunately  few  of  these  attractive  medallions  have  been  pre 
versed,  often  because  they  were  struck  in  white  metal. 

J.  I  .  O  Crowley,  jewellers  in  Cork  issued  two  just  such  white  metal  medallions  in  1883  and 
I  906.  w  hich  illustrate  the  high  standard  of  the  medallists  art  for  w  hat  w  as  after  all  a  rather 
mundane  purpose. 


Both  medallions,  31  mm  ( 1.22  inches)  in  diameter,  have  on  one  side,  the  obverse?,  a  fine 
v  iew  of  the  famous  Blarney  Castle,  some  5  miles  from  Cork,  w'here  to  kiss  the  Blarney  Stone 
is  said  to  get  “the  gift  of  the  gab".  The  square  keep  of  the  castle,  built  in  the  15th  century  by 
McCarthy,  Lord  of  Muskerry,  who  was  descended  from  the  kings  of  Munster,  is  the  only  part 
of  the  original  structure  to  survive.  The  castle  was  successfully  defended  against  the  forces  of 
Cromwell,  who  tried  to  take  it  by  storm.

My  acquisition  of  impressions  of  these  medallions  was  something  of  a  coincidence  because 
they  were  both  purchased  at  the  Irish  International  Coin  Fair,  organised  by  the  Numismatic 
Society  of  Ireland  in  1977  from  two  different  dealers,  who  obtained  them  from  two  quite 
separate  sources. 
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THE  MINIMAL  ENGLISH  CONTENT  OF  THE  1973  DOROW  FIND 

(MECKLENBURG/POMMERN) 

MICHAEL  DOLLEY,  M.R.I.A. 

In  a  paper  with  the  self-explanatory  title  ‘Die  europaischen  Miinzen  des  Schatzfundes  von 
Dorow,  Kreis  Grimmen'  ( Bodendenkmalpflege  in  Mecklenburg  1977,  pp.  181-206),  Herr 
Bernd  Kluge,  the  mediaevalist  assistant  keeper  in  the  Coin  Cabinet  of  the  State  Museums  of 
Berlin  (DDR),  describes  in  detail  what  is  clearly  a  critical  element  in  a  major  silver-hoard 
which  came  to  light  in  1973.  These  western  coins  essentially  belong  to  the  second  half  of  the 
tenth  century,  and  the  total  weight  is  slightly  under  seventeen  ounces  avoirdupois  or  just  over 
fifteen  ounces  troy.  The  other  components  of  the  hoard  are  sheared  or  broken  Kufic  dirhams 
( 1 92g)  and  silver  ornaments  (635g),  so  that  the  total  weight  of  the  find  is  just  under  forty-six 
ounces  avoirdupois  or  just  over  forty  ounces  troy  (l,302g).  In  Scandinavia  this  would  suggest 
a  medium-sized  hoard  with  approaching  four  hundred  western  coins,  but  in  fact  from  these 
senes  there  are  only  88  whole  coins  with  another  37  either  halves  or  sheared  or  broken  pieces 
larger  than  a  half.  Metrologically  a  trifle  over  three-quarters  of  this  western  component  of  the 
hoard  consists  of  fragments  smaller  than  the  half  of  the  penny  of  the  period,  and  the  total 
number  of  these  is  in  excess  of  two  thousand!  The  average  weight  of  these  fragments  is  of  the 
order  of  less  than  three  grains  —  say  an  eighth  of  the  figure  for  full-weight  pennies  of  the 
period  —  so  that  Herr  Kluge's  very  real  achievement  is  to  have  arrived  at  some  sort  of  posi¬ 
tive  identification  in  the  case  of  rather  more  than  half  of  them,  to  be  precise  of  1,1 15.  Hoards 
substantively  composed  of  deliberately  fragmented  silver  coins  are  characteristic  of  the  area 
and  period,  and  insular  students  must  sigh  with  relief  that  there  appears  to  be  only  one 
analogue  from  this  side  of  the  North  Sea,  the  1894  Ballaquayle  (‘Douglas')  hoard  from  the 
Isle  of  Man,  and  it  is  no  real  parallel  in  that  the  mutilation  alleged  to  have  occurred  was 
supposedly  inflicted  by  disgruntled  finders  and  their  friends  immediately  before  the  surrender 
of  the  material  to  the  perhaps  unduly  officious  agents  of  the  law. 

The  parish  of  Grimmen,  incidentally,  lies  a  little  under  twenty  miles  to  the  south  of 
Stralsund  and  some  thirty-five  miles  to  the  east  of  Rostock,  and  in  mediaeval  terms  should  be 
thought  of  as  belonging  to  Greater  Pomerania.  As  befits  a  North  German  hoard,  the  so-called 
Sachs enpfen n ige  by  tale  account  for  28  (32%)  of  the  whole  coins  in  the  Dorow  find,  and  by 
weight  for  37%  of  the  fragments.  Better  workmanship  may  explain,  too,  why  the  Otto- 
Adelheid  series  provides  41  (47%)  of  the  whole  coins,  including  3  oboles,  but  only  16%  by 
weight  of  the  fragments.  From  west  of  the  Elbe  also  are  19  whole  pennies  from  Luneburg 
(12),  Quedlinburg  (4),  Cologne  (2)  and  Mundburg  (1),  so  that  the  balance  of  the  German 
coins  which  are  unbroken  between  them  constitutes  just  under  22%  of  the  whole  pennies,  and 
we  do  well  to  remember  that  the  past  is  not  all  that  remote  when  gentlemen  collectors  would 
have  deemed  fragments  beneath  their  notice.  Among  these  19  coins  are  a  number  susceptible 
to  precise  dating  very  late  in  the  tenth  century,  so  it  is  not  surprising  that  fragments  from  the 
same  general  area,  one  a  cut  (?)  obole,  number  no  more  than  two  dozen,  and  by  weight 
account  for  rather  less  than  2%  of  the  fragments.  Two  broken  pieces  are  recognizably  North 
Italian  (Pavia),  while  67  broken  coins  from  Regensburg  and  its  hinterland  account  by  weight 
for  almost  exactly  4%  of  the  fragments.  Bohemia  likewise  provides  no  whole  coins,  and 
perhaps  77  broken  pieces  together  make  up  by  weight  less  than  5%  of  the  fragments  —  the 
probability  is  that  we  should  give  to  this  series  most  if  not  all  the  minute  Hand  fragments 
which  Herr  Kluge  regarded  as  ambiguous  in  respect  of  their  attribution  to  Germany  or 
England.  It  is  the  Scandinavian  half-bracteates,  however,  that  proved  most  vulnerable,  if  only 
by  reason  of  their  fabric,  to  the  process  of  near-pulverization  that  is  so  characteristic  about 
the  millennium  of  Hacksilber  hoards  from  the  Baltic  littoral  to  the  east  of  the  Trave.  Not  one 
is  complete,  and  well  over  700  broken  pieces  between  them  account  by  weight  for  less  than 
5%  of  the  fragments  which,  as  we  have  seen,  constitute  rather  more  than  three-quarters  of 
this  element  in  the  hoard. 
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Remaining  to  be  considered  is  the  insular  contribution  to  the  find,  22  fragments  of  English 
pennies  with  a  combined  weight  of  just  under  sixty  grains,  but  before  these  are  discussed  in 
detail  one  should  perhaps  try  to  summarize  what  Herr  Kluge  has  succeeded  in  doing  in 
respect  of  the  western  numismatic  material  as  a  whole.  Essentially,  as  we  have  seen,  this 
element  consists  of  coins  from  the  second  half  of  the  tenth  century,  and  in  fact  it  is  the  specie 
of  the  last  quarter  of  that  century  which  preponderates.  Quite  a  number  of  the  coins  belong 
demonstrably  to  the  990s,  but  there  is  only  one  that  need  be  as  late  as  the  year  1002.  To  an 
insular  numismatist,  then,  it  must  be  doubtful  if  the  Dorow  hoard's  concealment  belongs  even 
as  late  as  the  end  of  the  first  quinquennium  of  the  eleventh  century.  Herr  Kluge  shows  himself 
fully  alive  to  the  find  s  relevance  to  the  problems  of  internal  chronology  posed  by  some  of  the 
major  and  more  amorphous  coin-series  of  the  later  tenth  century,  and  is  generous  as  well  as 
discerning  in  his  recognition  of  what  has  been  achieved  for  the  Otto-Adelheid  series  by  Dr. 
Vera  Hatz.  for  the  Regensburg  pennies  by  Dr.  W.  R.  O.  Hahn,  and  for  the  Scandinavian  half- 
bracteates  by  Professor  Brita  Maimer  —  to  take  only  three  of  the  issues  where  he  exhibits 
first-hand  acquaintance  with  the  latest  thinking  as  well  as  literature  on  the  subject.  The 
illustration  on  the  excellent  plates  of  151  coins  and  fragments  (just  under  7%  of  the  material) 
is  the  more  valuable  because  it  enables  the  student  to  gauge  for  himself  the  competence  of  the 
attributions.  Nor  is  it  any  disparagement  of  a  piece  of  work  excellently  done  to  suggest  that  it 
is  perhaps  in  respect  of  the  insular  coins  that  Herr  Kluge  is  at  his  least  happy,  an  inevitable 
consequence  of  a  geographical  isolation  which  one  hopes  may  have  begun  to  be  remedied  by 
the  recent  visit  to  East  Berlin  of  an  English  and  Irish  colleague.  If  anything  emerged  on  that 
occasion  it  is  how  much  of  the  post- 1950  revolution  in  Anglo-Saxon  numismatic  studies 
stands  in  need  of  revision  in  the  light  of  the  German  material  too  long  neglected  where  not 
completely  ignored. 

Any  dating  of  the  Dorow  hoard  just  before  rather  than  after  the  year  1005  is  more  than 
borne  out  by  consideration  of  the  English  element  —  significantly  there  are  no  coins  from 
Dublin.  The  22  fragments  weigh,  as  we  have  seen,  rather  less  than  three  whole  pennies  of  the 
period.  Two  go  back  to  the  reign  of  Eadgar,  while  eleven  can  be  given  to  AEthelrced  II,  with 
another  nine  incapable  of  regnal  attribution  but  doubtless  to  be  dated  after  Eadgar's  great 
reform  of  973  and  before  the  introduction  of  the  Long  Cross  type  c.  997  when  for  two  succes¬ 
sive  issues  the  inner  circle  was  abandoned.  Both  the  Eadgar  fragments  are  illustrated,  as 
no.  146  on  pi.  7  (=  p.  198).  and  appear  to  be  of  2-line  type  and  so  to  antedate  the  reform  of 
973.  Perhaps  unexpectedly  one  evidences  the  rosette  in  place  of  trefoil  that  is  indicative  of 
striking  in  north-west  England.  Of  the  AEthelraed  II  fragments  Herr  Kluge  has  been  able  to 
assign  to  six  a  particular  type,  and  these  too  are  illustrated  on  the  same  plate.  As  no.  147 
appear  fragments  of  a)  a  Second  Hand  penny  (moneyer  Os — )  wrongly  attributed  to  the  pre¬ 
vious  issue  in  the  text,  but  the  tell-tale  sceptre  is  clearly  discernible,  b)  a  First  Hand  penny 
(moneyer  AE  —  and  mint-signature  —  F)  which  stylistically  belongs  well  north  of  the 
Thames,  and  c)  a  First  Hand  penny  with  the  reverse  legend  completely  illegible.  As  no.  148 
are  illustrated  fragments  of  two  more  Second  Hand  pennies,  one  by  a  moneyer  Go — .  and  the 
other  from  a  mint  — ND  (London).  The  tally  of  identifiable  fragments  is  rounded  off  by  what 
is  clearly  a  penny  of  Crux  type,  and  again  the  moneyer's  name  begins  not  very  helpfully 
Go —  (no.  149). 

The  English  coins  run,  then,  from  the  960s  until  the  990s,  and  prompt  the  reflection  that 
many  if  not  all  may  have  arrived  in  the  Baltic  as  a  consequence  of  trade.  Miss  Christina  Col- 
yer's  many  seasons  of  meticulous  excavation  at  Lincoln  brought  home  to  the  writer  in  1978 
the  necessity  -of  taking  an  entirely  new  look  at  the  numismatic  evidence  for  eleventh-century 
‘toing-and-froing'  of  com  across  and  up  and  down  the  North  Sea,  and  subsequent  sampling  of 
material  derived  in  the  main  from  the  eastern  Baltic  has  encouraged  him  in  the  \  ie\\  that  given 
time  and  patience  it  should  be  possible  for  students  to  distinguish  direct  trade  from  England 
to  ‘Balticum'  as  a  continuing  strand  in  a  pattern  far  more  complex  than  can  be  explained  just 
in  terms  of  geld.  What  is  now  suggested  by  admittedly  only  a  handful  of  fragments  in  the 
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Dorow  hoard  is  that  this  pattern  can  be  projected  backwards  into  the  tenth  century,  while 
there  is  unpublished  material  in  Berlin  which  would  take  it  back  to  little  more  than  a  genera¬ 
tion  alter  the  heyday  ot  Ohthere.  Eadgar  s  own  soubriquet,  even  if  posthumous,  serves  to 
remind  us  that  no  danegeld  was  paid  in  his  day  —  let  alone  in  coins  of  his  struck  before  973 
-  with  corroboration  coming  from  the  Scandinavian  hoards,  and  yet  the  Dorow  hoard  can 
boast  its  pre-973  Eadgar  penny  from  the  major  emporium  of  north  western  England  facing 
westwards  across  the  Irish  Sea.  Likewise  to  be  remarked  and  pondered  is  the  presence  of 
three  fragments  of  English  pennies  to  be  associated  with  the  later  980s  when  England  was 
relatively  immune  from  Danish  attacks,  something  conveniently  overlooked  if  not  deliberately 
ignored  by  doctrinaire  theorists  initially  hypnotized  by  the  circumstance  that  Hildebrand  in 
1 88 1  recorded  rather  more  First  Hand  coins  than  Second. 

Also  to  be  noted  by  insular  students  is  Herr  Kluge's  observation  that  the  English  fragments 
in  the  Dorow  hoard  appear  to  end  with  Crux ,  a  type  believed  to  have  been  demonetized  in 
England  a  whole  quinquennium  before  the  earliest  possible  date  for  the  striking  of  the  latest  of 
the  German  coins  (p.  192,  no.  96).  The  postulated  time-lag  is  by  no  means  impossible  — 
some  of  the  latest  German  coins  from  mints  in  the  Rhineland  and  Lower  Saxony  belong  no 
but  we  are  afforded  a  timely  reminder  of  how  little  room  there  is  for  manoeuvre  by 
those  who  would  extend  backwards  the  duration  of  Long  Cross  (and  consequently  of  Crux) 
in  an  attempt  to  telescope  the  currency  of  Second  Hand.  Each  and  every  year  added  to  the 
duration  of  Long  Cross  before  997  makes  the  more  implausible  the  issue's  apparent  absence 
from  the  Dorow  hoard,  so  that  again  we  are  brought  back  to  the  concept  of  totality  of 
evidence  propounded  by  the  writer  in  his  Belfast  inaugural  lecture.  A  working-hypothesis  can, 
and  even  should,  properly  be  erected  at  a  fairly  early  stage  in  the  evaluation  of  a  reasonably 
broad  spectrum  of  evidence.  In  an  academic  climate,  however,  it  is  not  to  be  overturned  by 
critics  who  have  not  bothered  to  work  through  the  same  material,  let  alone  by  those  whose 
minds  are  closed  to  new  areas  of  information  and  of  insight.  It  is  not  pretended  that  the 
Dorow  hoard  is  conclusive,  but  it  can  be  said  that  there  is  nothing  in  Herr  Kluge's  highly 
competent  publication  to  call  in  question  and  much  to  reinforce  the  belief  that  Long  Cross  is 
the  fourth  of  AEthelraed's  substantive  types  and  brackets  the  millennium. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 


Gold  —  gold  —  and  still  more  gold 

So  far  the  editors  of  the  Bulletin  have  restrained  themselves  from  making  any  profound 
comments,  statements  or  prognostication  on  the  recent  wild  fluctuation  in  the  value  of  gold 
and  silver  bullion.  This  month  will  be  no  exception,  despite  the  fact  that  our  press-cutting 
agency  has  been  working  overtime,  literally  swamping  us  with  newspaper  reports  on  just 
about  every  conceivable  aspect  of  the  recent  bullion  scramble. 

However,  there  have  been  a  few  interesting  headlines  and  stories,  some  of  which  we 
reproduce  here:-  “Gold  Fever,  stampede  as  price  rockets,  Britain  was  swept  into  the  world's 
biggest  gold  rush"  ( Daily  Mail ,  4  Jan.);  “Worldwide  panic  sends  price  soaring:  sovereigns, 
Kruger  rands,  ingots  look  safer  than  paper  money”  ( Daily  Express ,  4  Jan.). 
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But  wait;  what  goes  up  could  come  down:-  “Gold  slumps  after  peak”  ( Oxford  Mail,  5 
Jan.);  Man  loses  £294  in  a  minute  ( Daily  Mail ,  5  Jan.).  There  are  other  sidelights:  some 
bullion  dealers  were  reported  to  have  run  out  of  money;  people  queued  all  day  to  cash  in, 
among  other  things,  grandma  s  gold  false  teeth,  watch,  and  silverware.  (The  last  two  items 
raises  the  question  of  whether  all  the  antique  jewellery  handed  in  actually  gets  melted  ^  .) 
Barclays  Bank  at  Marble  Arch,  the  only  bank  in  Britain  to  sell  sovereigns  over  the  counter, 
ran  out;  they  were  not  alone  —  South  Africa  has  apparently  run  out  of  Kruger  rands,  and 
according  to  one  paper  are  so  swamped  with  money  that  an  economist  forecast  that  they 
could  soon  abolish  all  taxation.  (We  have  failed  to  find  a  similar  forecast  by  a  British 
economist,  but  we  are  looking.) 

And  to  end,  a  young  man  opened  a  book  borrowed  from  his  school  library  and  “out 
popped  a  half  sovereign  in  mint  condition”.  Did  he  have  the  Midas  touch?  Perhaps  we  should 
close  while  he  checks  all  the  books  at  Audley  House. 


Still  waiting  for  their  pot  of  silver  ( Wiltshire  Gazette  and  Herald ,  10  Jan.) 

Two  treasure  hunters  who  hit  the  jackpot  with  a  metal  detector  have  slammed  delays  in 
settling  their  £300,000  claim. 

It's  nowr  14  months  since  Peter  Humphries  and  John  Booth  uncovered  an  ancient  pot 
packed  to  the  brim  with  silver  coins  in  a  windswept  field  near  Marlborough. 

At  an  inquest  the  Roman  coins  -  dating  back  nearly  2,000  years  -  were  declared  treasure 
trove  and  handed  over  to  the  British  Museum. 

And  the  pair  were  cleared  of  defacing  an  Ancient  Monument  in  a  prosecution  brought  by 
the  Department  of  the  Environment  last  Autumn. 

However,  the  two  men  still  do  not  know  what  award  they  will  receive,  or  whether  any  of 
the  coins  will  be  returned  to  them  for  sale. 

An  expert  said  at  last  year's  inquest  that  the  value  of  the  56,000  silver  coins  could  be  as 
high  as  £300.000  on  the  open  market. 

Now  the  two  men  have  asked  the  museum  through  their  solicitor:  “How  much  longer  do 
we  have  to  wait?" 

A  British  Museum  spokesman  in  London  said:  “There's  an  awful  lot  of  work  involved  in 
assessing  a  find  like  this.  It's  a  very  long  and  complicated  business. 

“We  get  treasure  troves  coming  in  for  examination  nearly  every  day,  although  it's  only 
occasionally  that  they  make  the  papers."

Undoubtedly  they  will  attract  interest  in  the  1980s,  for  not  only  is  it  a  fascinating  series,  well 
within  the  financial  grasp  of  the  general  public,  it  is  also  considered  undervalued,  reports  John 
Andrew.
